The fame Conduct is preferved by 
this Hero in his Contention with Ajax, in the 13th 
Book of the Metamorphofis : He calls his Antago- 
nift a Blockhead, and endeavours to prove him one, 
but at the fame Time allows him a great Degree of 
Bravery.

In all which Inftances, Ovid as well as Homer 
hath placed the Commendation before the Cenfure. 
And it is well known that this Charaéter of Uly/es 
was by the Antients confidered as a perfeét Model of 
Wifdom. How unlike to this wife and moderate 
‘Temper is that political Spirit, which not only 
overlooks the moft eminent Virtues of one of a 
contrary Party ; but, in Defiance of Truth, Mo- 
defty, and even Common Senfe, arraigns him for 
the oppofite Vices. Abufe may indeed be called the 
Nofirum of the prefent Set of Jacobitical Writers, 
which they apply as indifcriminately, as Quacks do 
their Phyfick, without having any more Regard to 
the different Difeafes of the Mind than the Quack 
hath to the feveral Diftempers of the Body. But 
as nothing can be more bafe and infamous than this, 
fo no Conduét can be more foolifh ; fince, as we 
have formerly obferved, to fly in the Face of public 
Notoriety, is to give the Lye to, and to combat 
with the general Opinion of Mankind. 

As we chufe, however, rather to form ourfelves 


on the great Models of Antiquity, than on our ° 


Cotemporaries, we fhall continue to preferve the 
former Rule in our Writings ; and this is indeed 
highly agreeable to our Difpofition, which is much 
more inclined to Panegyric than to Satire. We 
fhall proceed, therefore, in this Paper to animadvert 
on the many Virtues which adorn the acobites of 
this Nation; nay, and to carry our Good-nature 
ftill farther, fhall from thefe very Virtues derive to 
them the higheft political Advantages. 

It may, perhaps, feem ftrange, that fo polite and 
candid a Writer as Mr. 4ddifon fhould have avoided 
the fame Opportunity of paying a Compliment to 
that Party, in his Freeholder which we tranfcribed 
laft Week ; nor can I account for this any other- 
wife, than by confidering that the ‘Facobites of his 
Days were not fo confpicuous either for Virtue or 
Wifdom, as their Succeflors of thefe Times. 

For this Reafon, I fuppofe, among the many 
ufeful Maxims which he derived from the happy 
Conclufion of that Rebellion 1715, he omitted any 
Mention of the great Mercy fhewn to the conquer- 
ed Rebels ; which was then farce to be equalled in 


all Hiftory : For it is manifeft that he could not 
have drawn a ufeful Maxim from hetice, without 
paying a high Compliment to thofe whom he had 
fuppofed capable of drawing any fuch Maxim. 
Examples of a different Kind, and which are in- 
tended to convey Terror, are the propereft to ope- 
rate by raifing Fear in bad Minds ; whereas Mercy 
hath an Effe& only on good and generous Souls, in 
whom it creates Admiration, Gratitude and Love. 

Now, as I am fenfible that the ‘facobites of this 
Age are Men of a noble and generous Way of 
Thinking, I do earneftly recommend to their Con- 
fideration the Lenity fhewn by the prefent Govern- 
ment to fuch Numbers who had forfeited their Lives 
to Juftice by that moft atrocious Attempt to fubvert 
the Religion and Liberties of their Country ; a Le- 
nity which thefe good Facobites may fee in the 
faireft Light, by comparing it with the Behaviour 
of King Fames and his bloody Minifters to thofe 
poor Wretches who had embraced the Caufe of 
the Duke of Monmouth. This Comparifon will do 
more Honour to the prefent Government, and will 
paint forth its Lenity in more lively Colours than 
is within the Power of the moft rhetorical Pen. 
This alone, we fhould imagine, might be a fufi- 
cient Motive to.fuch good and worthy Men as the 
prefent Race of Facobites are, to lay afide all future 
Thoughts of rebelling againft a Prince whofe 
Throne is eftablifhed in Mercy. 

But generous and noble as thefe Gentlemen are, 
fince they plead the Principle of Loyalty for Dif- 
loyalty toa Prince who hath every Title which Na- 
ture and Law can give him, and would, by the 
Pretence of Confcience, juftify thofe Crimes which 
Confcience moft abhors, it may not be fafe entirely 


‘to rely on their Virtue, [ fhall therefore apply to 


their Wifdom, a Quality which they are known 
to have in no lefs eminent a Degree. 

This Wifdom will teach them to deduce every 
Maxim from_ the Suppreffion of the Rebellion in 
1746, which Mr. Addifon formerly deduced from 
that in 1715; and moft of thefe indeed will be 
much ftronger and more evincing in the prefent, 
than they could have been in the former Cafe. 

For, befides that a fecond Experiment adds a 
doubie Force to that Maxim which it is brought 
to eftablifh, there are many Particulars which make 
the Extirpation of the late Rebellion more exempla- 
ry and more conclufive againft any future Under- 
taking of the like Nature, than any thing which 
could be juftly predicated of that in 1715. 

Firft, it was begun in the moft favourable Seafon 
which could ever poffibly offer; when we were 
engaged in an unequal, fuccefslefs War, with two 
very powerful Princes on the Continent; at the 
Clofe of an unhappy Campaign, in which our 
Army had extremely fuffered ; when even that Ar- 
my was abroad, and the Kingdom almoft left de- 
fencelefs; and when we had juft Reafon to fear 
that the fame Wind which muft waft’ over our 
own Troops, would likewife bring a Reinforce- 
ment from the Enemy to the Rebels. 

Again, this wicked Attempt was, from fome 
fatal Accidents, at its beginning fuccefsful: Nay, fo 
far did this Succefs proceed, that after having twice 
attacked, and once (at leaft) defeated the King’s 
Troops, a Body of the Rebels marched into the 
very Heart of the Kingdom, and became a furpriz- 
ing Object of Terror to the Metropolis, 

This, furely, was a Day which the moft fanguine 
‘Facobite could hardly have promifed to himfelf ; a 


Day far more terrible to all the Lovers of Liberty and 
the Proteftant Religion, than this Age had ever feen 
before, or is, I hope, inany Danger of feeing again. 

And if fuch a Day as this fo foon vanithed ; if 
this great Object ot Terror difappeared, as it were, 
like a Meteor: If all thefe aftonifhing Succefles pro- 
duced nothing in the End but the Ruin and Con- 
fufion of thofe who had obtained and contributed to 
them ; what Hopes can Reflection afford the 
warmelt Facobite, of any future Succefs, when he 
confiders how fatala Turn the Affairs of his pre- 
tended Prince have fince taken, and how morally 
impoffible it is, that he fhould ever again be in 
that Situation (however defperate that was) in which 
he faw himfelf at Derby. 

And yet, admitting that this was poffible, what 
Comfort could it beftow? fince one Conclufion, I 
think, muft inevitably be drawn from the late Re-= 
bellion, wiz, That not only Arms, Difcipline, and 
Property, are on the Side of the Government, but 
that Numbers, likewife, are, in the higheft De- 
gree, on the fame Side. 

This laft, I believe, was much lefs the Cafe in 
the Year 1715, than at prefent. ‘The Populace had 
then been inflamed by a High-Church Clergy ; had 
been alarmed with the Danger of the Church, and 
frighten’d with many bug-bear Stories of the pre- 
fent Royal Family; the Falfhood of all which 
Time hath, at length, fufficiently difcovered. 

The Caufe is, indeed, at prefent, fo defperate, 
that the good Underftanding of our Facobites mult 
certainly give it up. It is one Thing to be able 
to fee the Abfurdity of a Moral or Religious Prin- 
ciple, and another not to be able to difcern a ma- 
nifeft, phyfical Impoffibility. For Inftance, if I 
am told, by my Father, or by my ‘Tutor, That I 
ought to believe that Kings have a Divine Right: 
That this is indefeafible: That they may, confe- 
quently, ufe their Subjects as they pleafe: And that 
a Prince who believes this, and who who claims this 
Right, will, when in Pofleffion of what he claims, 
proteét a Religion which he firmly believes he thall 
be damned for protecting: When I am bid believe 
all this, becaufe the Perfon who tells it me hath 
heard it from fome other, it is moft certain I fhall 
fee the Abfurdity, and rejectit, if 1 have that Por- 
tion of natural Capacity or Genius, which Mr. 
Lock requires to embrace certain fublime ‘Truths, 
fuch as that two and two are equal to four, Sc. 
and which is vulgarly called Common Senfe. 
But this, alas! is not the Lot of every one, 
Whereas to’attempt to overturn St. Patd’s Church 
by running your Head againtt it, is a Degree of 
Folly which it may be reafonable to expect no human 
Creature fhould be incapable of difcerning, fince it 
is more than probable that fome of the higher Or- 
der of Animals, an Afs for inftance, would not un- 
dertake the fame; and this Degree of Underftand- 
ing, I dovery ftrongly contend, is pofiels’d by all 
the ‘Facebites in this Kingdom. 

Here { am aware a Matter of Faét may be urged 
againft me,. and | may be afked, What then is 
meant by all thofe Tokens of Difaffection which 
we have lately heard of ; and, particularly, by all 
thofe Outrages and Riots which have been fo fcan- 
daloufly committed in more Parts than one of this 
Kingdom? To this I fairly anfwer, It muft pro- 
ceed merely from Want of thinking at all ; a Mis- 
fortune which ts very apt to attend that Kind of 
Good Senfe which 1 have afferted to be the Pro- 
perty of all this Party: For furely no Man.is fo i#

Love with the Reputation of Folly, that he would 
expote himfelf not only to a juft Exclufion from 
2!) Pretenfions to every Poft of etther Honour or 
Proucin the Commun'ty, but to very fevere legal 
Cenfures and Punihments, only for the Sake of 
being called a Fool: And that this wil be his only 
Reward, be muft on the flightft Confideration be 
convinced 3 fince, to conclude with a ferious and 
folemnm Tiuth, it is a Quettion with me, Whether 
the Piine'ples of “facc/iti/m be at prefent more de- 
moxltrably abfurd, or the Succefs of its Schemes be 
more apparently impofiole. 
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FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
From the London Gazette. 


Naples July 23. 
Report prevails here, that Don Philip is fhortly 
expected at Court, where he will remain til the 
Wuichies of Parma and Placentia can be evacuated, and 
Preparations made for his Reception. 

Lexhorn, July 30, N.S. Yelterday arrived his Bri- 
tannick Majeily’s Ship the Pheenix, the Hon, Auguilus 
Hervey, E{q; Commander, who was fent to recall his 
Majetty’s Ships and Veflels that were on this Station. 
In his Way he touched at Genoa, with Letter, from the 
Adwniral for the Duke de Richlieu, informing him of 
the Ceffation of Arms at Sea with Spain and the Ge- 
noefe. As foon as Capt. Hervey was come to an An- 
chor, the Republic fent an Officer to compliment him 
upon his Arrival, and to invite him to bring the Ship 
into the Mole, and when he went on Shore, was con- 
duéted to the Doge, who received him in a very polite 
Manner ; he was then conduéted to the Duke de Rich- 
licu, who is retired into the Country, about two Miles 
fiom the City, to recover his Health, and was afterwards 
reconducted te his Boat, amidit the Acclamations of the 
People. . 

Florence, Fuly 30, N S. Py the Accounts received 
here by the Jatt Letters from Lombardy, all the Auftrian 
‘Troops and Recruits, which were on their March from 
Germany to Italy, are countermanded, and ordered to 
return buck to Germany. The Magittrates of Health, 
on Notice that the Ep:demical Sicknefs is difcovered a- 
mong({t the Cattle in the Legations of Boulogne and Fer- 
rara, have forbidden, under the feverett Penalties, the 
Introduction of them into Tufcany. 

Hamburgh, Auguft it, N.S. All the French and 
Swifs Guards have received Orders to begin their March 
on Thurfday and Friday next for Paris. It is faid that 
Prince Charles of Lorrain will return hither, and re-af- 
fuine the Government of all the Low Countries ; and 
that the Princefs Charlotte, his Sitter, will alfo come 
and refide at this City. 

Hague, Auguft 3. By Advices from Toulon and 
Marfeilles, the French Commiflioners for Naval Affairs 
have caufed an Advertifement to be fixed up in the pub- 
lic Places there, thata Lift of all the Ships taken fince 
the sith of June laft, as well in the Mediterranean as in 
other Seas, fhould be delivered to the faid Commiffiries, 
that they, and the Commiffuries of the Maritime Pow- 
ers, may be enabled to judge which are lawful Prizes, 
and which not. 


Peterfburgh, Fuly 22. The Marquis de Sagramofa, 
who arrived here fome Weeks ago, with a Defign of 
feeing our Court and the Beauties of this City, went on 
Friday laft to the Imperial Academy of Sciences, to 
view the feveral Curiofities therein contained. He was 
conduéted into the Hall, where the Members of the 
Academy were aflembled, and faw there a great Nom- 
ber of Books in the Chinefe Language, printed at 
China, feveral remarkable Paffiges in which were ex- 
plained to him by the Interpreter Roffochin, who lived 
fifteen Years at Pekin, He afterwards p.ffed into the 
Chamber fet apart for Drawings and Defigas, and found 
a great Number of young Ruffians at Work there. 
From thence he went to the Geography Apartment, 
and there examined the Plan of Peterfbarg, which “they 
are now at Work upon, and which will be on twelve 
Sheets of Royal Paper. He next vifited the Printing- 
Houfe and Letter Foundery ; the Library, and the 
Quarters where Mathematical Inftraments are made ; the 
Cabinet of Medals ; that of Gravings ; the Theatre of 
Anatomy ; the Engines and Ialtruaments ufed in Experi- 
mental Philofophy, and other Curiahties 5 after he hid 
fpent fome Hours in examining thefe Things, he p fed 
into the Hall, where are collected together an incredi- 
ble Number Of Animals, Bids, Fifhes, and Infeats. 
Ile was alfo fhewn the numercas Collection of Butter- 








flies, that of Minerals and precious Srone:, antique 
Pieces of Gold and Silver, which were found in the 
Tombs of the ancient Inhabitants of Siberia; fome 
Turned Works, many of which were wrought by the 
Hands of Peter the Great himfelf: He finithed with 
the Gallery of Painting, among which he could not 
but admire fome cf the fine Pieces in Miniature by Ma- 
dam Mercan, W. EE. 

Stockhalm, Auguft 2. We have Advices which fay, 
that the Ruffian ‘iroops have been reinforced to near 
25,000 Men in Carcha, and on the Frontiers of Fin- 
Jand 5 that chey taik of tranfporting thither a Train of 
Artillery, and that the Court of Peterfbargh has fent 
Orders to Revel and Riga for filling the Magazines of 
Wybourg, and otler Places on the Frontiers. Our Let- 
ters directly from Peterfburgh fay, that they are labour- 
ing inceffandy to put the Marine of that Empire on as 
good a Footing as it was on the Death of the Firft Peter. 

Copenbagex, Auguji6. Baron Hopken, Envoy Ex- 
traordinary trom his Swedifh Majetty, having a few 
Days ago preicnted a Memorial to his Majeity, reclaim- 
ing, in Virtue of the Treaties between the two Crowns, 
one M. Curouius, Burgomafter of the Acpfal, who had 
fled hither, he was accordingly feized, and will be fent 
under a flrong Guard to Stockholm, ib. 

Genoa, Juy 23. As the Artillery of this State, 
which was in Gavi, Savona and Final, has been carried 
away by the Iniperial and Piedmontefe Troops into 
Lombardy and Piedmont, the Republic has charged her 
Miniflers at London and Aix la Chapelle to make fuita- 
ble Reprefentations upon that Subject. ib. 

Vienna, Auguft 3. On the 30th of laft Month the 
Deputies of the States of this Archduchy were again af- 
fembled, and afier tome Debates they adjourned co the 
5th of this Month, when they are to come to a defini- 
tive Refolution with refpect to the Proje&t for levying 
the Revenue in anew Manner, Aceording to the Dil- 
potitions made in the lult great Conferences, the Forces 
that are to be kept conitantly on Foot in the hereditary 
Dominions of the Einprefs-Queen, will confilt of 82,000 
Foot, and 25,600 Horfe ; they are to obferve the moft 
exact Dilcipline, are to pay in ready Money for what- 
ever they have, and to live without being any Charge to 
the People, except for Quarters. Lady Robinfon con- 
tinue here, but it is believed, when the Conferences at 
Aix la Chapelle are over, the will fet out for the Hague, 
where, it is thought, Sir Thomas Robinfon will refide a? 
Minifter Plenipotentiary from his Britannick Majetty to 
the States General. His Imperial Majefty will fet, out 
onthe 7th for Styria. It is reported, that Count de Po- 
dewils, his Majeity’s Minifter, will very {peedily go into 
Silefia, in order to {pend 4 Month or Six Weeks on his 
own Eftates. ib. 

Vienna, Auguf? 3. Several Conferences have been 
lately held at Court, and Count Seinfheim, the Minifter 
of Bavaria, is often feen with the Emprefs Queen. He 
will have within a few Days an Audience of their Ma- 
jelties, and it feems as if his Continuance here would be 
for fome Time, fince it is faid, that he is not only to 
folicit the Reititation of the Bavarian Artillery, agree- 
able to the Terms of the Treaty of Fueffen, but parti- 
culayly to regulate the Toteretts of his Court with refpec 
to its Preteniions to the Succeffion of the Houfe of Au- 
flria, that they may be comprehended in the Definitive 
Treaty, and by that to prevent any Differences that 
may happen in future Times. 

The new Diipofitions projected by Count de Haug- 
Wi.z, approved by the Court, and propofed by them-to 
the States, and adopted by the latter, will be made pub- 
lic, it is faid, after ‘Tomorrow. It is beforehand pub- 
lihed, that according to one of thele Articles, the Des 
puties of the States, who enjoy, at prefent, a Penfion 
annually of 6000 Florins, will, for the future, have but 
3.000, and that all the Emoluments of the Commiffioners 
are to be abolifhed. Be this as it may, we are aflured, 
that as foon as thefe Affairs are fettled, the Court will 
make a confiderable Retormation in thofe of Commerce, 
in order to make it more flourifhing ; and we learn, that 
the Englifh and Dutch ttrongly folicit certain Advanta- 
ges on this Account, and thac the Merchants of the two 
Nations will be permitted to eftablith Magazines in the 
principal Cities of the Hereditary Provinces. ‘The other 
Depariments will each have their Turn, and it is really 
believed, that all poffible Means will be ufed to bring 
fome confideruble Sums into the Coffers of the Emprefs- 
Queen, which would otherwife be loft in ufelefs Ex- 
pence. ib. x 

Aix la-Chapelle, Auguft8. There is a Perfon here 
from the Corlican Malecontents, charged with Com- 
miflion to take Care of their Interetts at the Congrefs of 
Peace. He has prefented a Memorial upon this Subject 
to the Plenipotentiaries, but could obtain no other An- 
{wer than that Affairs of the principal Powers engaged 
all their Attention, fo that they have no Time to ipend 
upon cthote of Corfica; but that when the Detinitive 
Treaty was fully fettled, what regarded that Ifland, and 


en 
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other Matters of lefs Importance, would probably be 
taken into Confideration. In fact, the Minifters Pleni- 
potentiary continue their Conferences with extraordina- 
ry Warmth and Application, and are faid to be arrang- 
ing the Materials which are to compofe the Defnitive 
Treaty. ib. 

Hanover, Auguftg. ‘This Morning his Royal Highe 
nefs the Duke of Cumberland arrived here, and fet out 
foon for Herenhauien, where his Silter, the Priacefs 
Mary of LHefle, is already arrived. It is looked upon 
as a Thing certain, that the Marriage of his Royal 
Highnefs the Duke, and the new Treaty concluded with 
his Pruffian Majefty, will be both very ipeedily declared. 
His Majeity has received three Couriers in two Days 
from the Earl of Sandwich, and the latt of thefe is faid 
to have brought a Copy of the Definitive Treaty for his 
Majetly’s Approbation. We ftill continue to talk of a 
great Reduction that is to take Place in the Troops of 
this Electorate, but it is thought that this will not be 
carried into Execution till after the Ratification of the 
general Peace. ib. 

Anfierdam, Augufiit. We are in Hopes that the 
Difturbances in Friezeland and Groningen will be very 
{peedily terminated, to the Satisfaétion of all Parties, 
notwithftanding the common People were fo much en- 
raged as to talk of cutting the Dykes if their’ Demands- 
were not immediately complied with. But proper Mea- 
fures. have been taken to fupport, by a powerful Autho- 
rity, the Reprefentations that have been made- there ; 
for at the fame Time that five Regiments were ordered 
towards Groningen, two Battalions were embarked with 
the urmoit Secrecy, and, before they were expected, 
appeared before Harlingnen, made themfeives Matters of 
the Place, took Poffeffion of the Gates, and fecured the 
Arfenal, fince which the People of Friezland are come 
to a becter Temper, and we are affured that all Points 
in Difpute will be left to the Decifion of his Serene High- 
nefs the Stadiholder. All our Difpuces here are alfo in 
a very fair Way of being compofed, fo that in a fhort 
Time the publick Tranquility will be in all Places, .and 
in all Refpects perfectly rettored, 

Hague, Augufii1s. Whe Deputies of the Province of 
Friefland have taken their Leave of the Stadthoider, and 
are returned to their Province. Count Lentinck, Lord 
of Rhoon and Pendregi, firit Minitier Pieniporentiary of 
their High Mightinefles at the Congrefs, arrived Yetler- 
day in the Evening from Aix la Chapelle, and went foon 
after to pay his Court to his moft Serene Highnefs the 
Stadtholder, with whom he had a long Conference, and 
Baron Borflelen, firft Nobleman of Zealand, is gone to 
make a Tour into that Province. 

When the Stadtholder appeared on the 6th Inftant in 
the Affembly of the States General, his Serene Highnefs 
propofed, as foon as the Peace was fufficiently confoli- 
dated, to labour at a fuitable Reformation of Abufes in 
the Military State, particularly with regard to Difcipline ; 
being perfuaded, that their High Mightineff’s would 
contribute, by their Care and Authority, to the Succefs 
of an Object fo worthy their moft ferious Attention. We 
hear from Bruffels, that M. de Soto-Major is returned 
thither in his Way to Aix la Chapelle, having been no 
farther than Valenciennes, where he was met by the 
Duke de Huefcar, and thofe two Minifters had a long 
Conference upon the prefent State of Affairs. 

Upon the Arrival of a Courier from Peterfburgh, 
Count Gollowkin, Ambaffador from Roffia, has had a 
Conference with the moft Serene Stadthoider, and with 
the Lords of the Regency, and we hear, that if the 
Congrels continues after figning the Definitive Treaty, 
this Lord has Orders to go thither in Quality of Ambaf- 
fador Extraordinary, and Minifter Plenipotentiary, to 
manage the Intereits of his Court. 

According to our Advices from Aix la Chapelle, Count 
St. Severin did not depart for Compeigne till Saturday 
laft ; and the greateft Part of the Plenipotentiaries are 
making magnifcent Equipages and Liveries, againtt the 
Opening of the Conferences, which will be very foon, 
and it is thought for this they only wait the Arrival of 
Sir Thomas Robinfon, which is expected every Minute.

Rome, Fuly 27, N.S. On the rcth Infant’ Cardinal
